T is Written, To us A Child is born, to us & Son

To be a Son by Nature, is to be a Son by na-

and although he brought Chriſt into the World 
at the time of his Promiſe, yet there hath been 
no Record kept thereof from his Birth. 


The Jews kept none, they rejected him, and 
deſpiſed his Meanneſs and Obſcurity. The Ko- 
mans kept their Accompts of Time from the 
Building of their City, and from the Reigns 
of —* Emperors, but not from the Birth of 
Chriſt. | | 


Nor was the Æra of the Birth of Chriſt heard 
of for many Ages, No not for the ſpace of 500 
Years and upwards, until Dionyſius Exiguus 2 
Scy:lian by Nation, but a Mank by Profeſſion 
made the Paſchal Cicle in the time of the Reig 
of Juſtinian the Emperor. This Diony ſius wal 
the firſt that brought in the Chriſtian Era be 
tween! five and ſix hundred Years after th 
Birth, which he Computed to be upon the 
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25th. Day of December, in the Year of the 

orld 3947. according to the common Ac- 
compt of the Years of the World, and from 
thence it began to ſpread it ſelf over all Eu- 


rope. 


But Calviſſus, one of the beſt Chronologers, 
doth Aſtronomically and plainly demonſtrate 
that our Lord was Born two Years later than 
the common Accompt, and this alſo ſeems to 
be Confirmed by Herod the King, who enquired 
diligently of the Wiſe Men the time, which if 
he bad fully known, it is not likely that he 
would have extended his Butcheries of the poor 
Innocents unto two whole Years and under, as 
he did. But we have a more ſure Word of 
Prophecy that Chriſt ſhould dye, and-did dye 
at the End of 35 Jubilees, which is 1715 Years 
after Jacob went down to Egypt, this was at the 
end of 1935 Years after the Promiſe made to 
Abraham, and in the middle of the Year of the 
World 3978. as by the Solar Calendar will

That Jeſus Chriſt our Mediator is the Shekel 
of the Sauctuary. 


Mediator is no more a Mediator of one 
Teſtament, than one Scale can be call- 
ed a Ballance that hath but one end; for it is 
called a Ballance, or Bilanx, 4 duabus lancibus. 
So a Mediator cannot be a Mediator of one, 
but there muſt be another Teſtament to make 
the Ballance even. 
The Shekel of the Sanctuary is the Ballance 
of the Sanctuary; it is not, as ſome men think, 
double to the common Shekel, as Ten is double 
to Five, but it is equal, as 5 is equal to 5. 

If we give our Fifth to him, he makes it Ten; 
for as he is the Mediator of the New Teſta- 
ment, he doth counterballance the Old : So that 
as the firſt Adam brought us under a Curſe, 
Jeſus Chriſt turns that Curſe into a Bleſſing : 
As it is written, J will lay Judgment, or Con- 
demnation, to the line, and Righteouſneſs, or Julti- 
fication to the Ballance ; but our Tranſlators 
have unwarrantably tranſlated the word Plum- 
net, Iſa. 28. 17.

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CHAP. XLVIIL 
Of the Meaſures of Time ufed in Holy Scrip- 


ture, 


T HE firſt Meaſure of Time uſed in Hoh 
Scripture 1s Seven, which is the Meaſure 
of the Sabbath day, as well from the beginnigz 
of the Old, as from the beginning of the Nei 
Creation, which was the Reſurrection of Feſt 
Chriſt. | 

The Second Meaſare of Time is ſeven time 
greater than the former, for it contains feven 
times ſeven dayes, which is 49 times ſeven days, 
and then is Pentecoſt. | 

This ſecond Meaſure was uſed by the Jews 
in the Celebration of their yearly Feaſts. The 
Romaniſts and Rituiſts, that compoſed out 
Chriſtian Almanacks, come ſomewhat near the 
Jews ia their fixing of their Jewiſh and Romat 
Feaſts. For they have in every year placed

our Lord, which Day the Jews called the O 
of Firſt-fruits - Aud from Eafter-day as fro 
a Center they reckon 49 days backward, ant 
call it Quingaazeſima, or the 5o®® day; and they 
reckon 49 days forward, and call that Penk. 
coſt, or the 50 day, which they alſo call White- 
Sunday. Theſe laſt ſeven Weeks or ſeven Sab- 
baths are called in the Original Perfect, be. 


cauſe

cauſe they are the Sabbaths of the ReſurreQion, 
or of the Firſt Day, and the Seven Weeks are 
called the appointed Weeks of the Harveſt ; for 
Pentecoſt was always the laſt day of Harveſt in 
the Land of Canaan. But the appointment and 
Obſervation of theſe days in the Goſpel-times, 
is after the Commandments of Men, and not 
after Chriſt. 

The Third Meaſare of Time is the Sabbati- 
cal Year, which is ſeven year for every day, 
and in every Sabbatical Year you have 369 Sab- 
baths, and not one day more or leſs. 

The Fourth Meaſure of Time is ſeven times 
the Sabbatical Year, even 49 Sabbaths of Years, 
which bring in the Year of Jubilee, which is 
the Year of Redemption. 

The Fifth Meaſure of Time is Ten years for 
one day ; but this Meaſure is not taken from 
the Old, but from the New Creation of the 
World in Jeſus Chriſt, beginning at the Pro- 
miſe, and compleats the Year of Redemption 
for them that ſeek the Lord, in this Time 
wherein he may be found. . Every day of this 
is Ten years long, every Week is 70 year long, 
and the Year is 3650 years long. &7 

This great Almanack of the World is a Solar 
Calender hereunto annexed, and may be, made 
uſe of as eaſily as a common Almanack , for 
which end I have uſed the Familiar Names of 
the Months, that they may be better underſtpod, 
vhtil Heathenim Names ſhall be unterly takey 
away and àAbol ſhed.

CHAP. XLIX. 


The Scriptures Computation of Time by 
Months, 


'F: HE Month of //raels Redemption from 
Egypt, is by Divine Commandment call 
ed the firſt Month, which before was the Seventh 
Month. 

Upon the 14 day of the firſt Month, the 
Paſchal Lamb was ſlain, every year yearly, and 
was called the Paſſover. But the 14 day was 
neither the beginning of the Month, or of the 
Year; for they both had a Retroſpection 14 
dayes, to the day of the Conjunction of the 
Sun and Moon, at or about the Time of the 
Vernal Zquinox, from which the New Year 
as well as the New Moon took their beginning. 

But there is another Month as well as ano- 
ther Year, which is not natural. The myſtical 
Year hath Ten natural Years for one Day, and 
for every day in the Year. But there are two 
great Lights, which are ſet for Signs of Times, 
as well as for Days and Nights, and no man can 
alter their Accompt. 

The natural Lunar Month conſiſts of 30 days, 
bat the myſtical Month conſiſts of 436 times 14 
Years, which is 420 Year to the Month. |

Ltho* the Man be not without the Woman,

(1 Cor. 11. 11.) for every Man is Male and Fe- 
male in himſelf, as Adam was in his firſt Crea- 
tion, yet it may ſeem ſtrange to them that have 
not well obſerved Moſes Hiſtory of the Creati- 
on, to fay, That that Creation was a Work 
of two Weeks or fourteen Dayes.

4.) but there is another day of the 
ſame Number, after the Sabbath of the Seventh 
day is ended. And this is the firſt day of ano- 
ther week, which is the ſecond Revolution of 
ſeven days, in which the Woman was formed, 
and being per ſected in the ſecond ſeven dayes; 
ſhe is brought to the Man by God the Father 
upon the Eighth day, which is the fifteenth. 
from the Firſt day of the Old Creation; (Ger. 
2. 22. ) and then the Bridegroom, which is the 
Holy Spirit faith, ** The Female Adam of this 
Revolution is Bone of my Bone, and . of

© becauſe ſhe was taken from the Man. 

This twofold Creation of Adam, Male and 
Female, in a twofold Work, may farther ap- 
pear from the Law of Parturition, by which 
it was commanded, that a Woman bringing 
forth a Male, ſhall be unclean ſeven dayes, bur 
if ſhe bring forth a Female, ſhe ſhall be unclean 
two weeks, or 14 dayes.

HE firſt Adam was created Male and Fe- 
male in 14 natural dayes; but our Lord 
Jeſus in two weeks, which had ſeven times five, 
even thirty five years for the Male; and ſeven 
times five, which is 35 years more for the Fe- 
male, and ſo thoſe two Weeks do contain 70 
| Years, in the which the Male was created in 
| the firſt Week, and the Female in the ſecond

The &r/f Adam was, as the Apoſtle ſaith, the

The Maker of theſe two Worlds is God, but 
the firſt and ſecond Adam are the two begin- 
nings of them, and therefore they are called in 
the Hebrew Adon, a Foundation, and in Greek 
A, which is a Prince, or a Beginning or Prin- 
cipality; becauſe from theſe two Princes all the 
Perſons in the two Worlds do proceed; from 
the firſt by a Natural Generation, from the 
ſecond by a Spiritual Regeneration, or New 
Birth. 

It is a miſtake in our Tranſlation, that ſaith 
of Iſhmael (who was Abraham's firſt-born) That 
he ſhall be 4 wild Man, his hand ſhall be ag ainft 
every Man, and every mans hand againſt him; for 

the Original ſpeaketh thus, Me ſhall be a fruit. 
ul man, and bu: hand ſhall be in every man, that 
is, to unte them, and every mans in him, that 
. is, to ſupport and ſtrengthen him, as he is their 
Prince. | 

And it is from this Politick or Royal Union 
of Head and Members, that the Hebrew word 
Ih, which ſignifies a Prince, is ſo often tranſlated

| he firſt Adam was made of the Earth, and 
every one that proceeds from him is Earth; 
the glory of his Kingdom is an Earchly and pe- 
- riſhing Glory, and they themſelves are called 
the Rulers of the Darkneſs of this World, which 
ſhall come to nothing. Eph. 6. 12. 1 Cor. 2.6. 
The ſecond Adam is ſpiritual, he is the Lord 
from Heaven, whoſe Tabernacle in Man makes 
him to be called the heavenly or ſpiritual Man: 


The 


Bleſſing and Curſe. I/. 55. 12, 13. 
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The Kingdom of this ſecond Adam is a Spiri- 
tual Kingdom, for it cannot be ſeen, becauſe it 
is not in Poſſeſhon but in Promiſe ; and there- 
fore the Heirs of Promiſe wait for it; living 
by Faith, and rejoycing, in hope of that Glory 
which fhall be revealed at the Appearance of 
Jeſus Chriſt. | 
Theſe two Princes are Coordinate, and are 
under the ſame Covenants and Promiſes made 
to Abraham in Chriſt, for Life and Death, for 
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Theſe are two Maſters and Mediators of the 
World, bat no man can ſerve them both, for 
they are contrary as Heaven and Earth, Light 
and Darkneſs, Fleſh and Spirit ; he that loves 
the one, hates the other, and he that cleaves 
to the one deſpiſeth the other, for we cannot 
ſerve God and Mammon. Matth. 6. 24. 

Theſe are two Neighbours, that dwell toge- 
ther under the ſame Roof: The one is the Out- 
ward Man, that periſheth: The other is the In- 
ward Man, Which is renewed day by day in 
every one that believeth. The Ontward man 
is of the firſt Adam, the Inward man is of the 
ſecond Adam Jeſus Chriſt : Our Neighbour did 
take part with us in Fleſh and Blood, that thro. | 
death he might deſtroy him that had the Power of 
death, which is the Devil, and deliver us. Heb. 2. 14. 
Is not this Neighbour to be loved by us as we 
love our ſelves? Is not he of our Communion, 
one that dyed for us and roſe again, and calls us 
to be married to himſelf, Matth. 22 39. Eph. 3. 25. 
6 | T hele 
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Theſe two are Twins of the fame Fathe" 
and Mother, as thoſe that ſtruggled in Rebecka 
Womb, untill the dayes be fulfilled when ſhe 
ſhall be delivered, and then they ſhall' be ſepa- 
rated one from another, and the elder or great- 
er ſhall ſerve the younger or fewer, as was fore- 
told in that Allegory of Jacob and Eſau, the 
Sons of Iſaac and Rebecka. | 

The firſt Adam had the poſſeſſion of his King- 
dom put into his hand, but he Ruined all by his 
Fall, and became Tenant at will, without any 
Leaſe or Aſſurance of his Kingdom, for the ſpace 
of 2078. years, untill the Royal and Grand 
Charter was confirmed unto Abraham in Jeſus 
Chriſt, who is the Head of all Principality and 
Power, and every Name that is named, not only 
in this World, but alſo in that which is to come. 
And it was in him that the Covenant was con- 
firmed for Iſhmael, as well as for Iſaac: And it 
was ſworn to Iſaac for Eſau as well as for Ja- 
cob, for the whole time appointed by the Fa- 
ther, untill the Meaſure of the Age and Full- 
neſs of Chriſt were made perfect, and not ex- 
ceeding 36 50 years from the Promiſe, and with 
deſeazance nevertheleſs of being ſnortned upon 
their War or Rebellion againſt the Lord.

He ten Years next after the Promiſe are 
the Order of Melchizedeck, whereof five 
are the Natural Man, and five Years the Spi- 
ritual Man, half Death and half Life, the 
one half Earth, the other half Heaven, as our 
Lord Jeſus was the Mediator of God and of 
Man. He took part with us in Fleſh and Blood 
that our Earth might be made Holy by him 
who is the Tenth, the Lord of the Earth, in 
which lyes all our Harveſt and Increaſe.

in the Duſt of the Earth, and they are Num- 
bered in him who is their Overſeer, the great 
Shepherd of their Souls: But every man muſt 
give a Ranſom for their Soul to the Lord, andthen 
there ſhall be no Plague in them when -they 
are Numbered. 0 75. 
The 


Kighteouſneſs, which is the Bekeh, or half the 
Shell in the Shekel of the Sanctuary: And this 
Offering of a Maus ſelf to the Lord is the De- 
ſire of Attonement : Our Bibles call it Attone- 
ment Money, and the Original Word which 
they do tranſlate Money, doth ſigniſie Deſire 
as well as it ſigniſies Silver, for that was but 
a ſhadow. We are not Redeemed with corrupti- 
ble - things as Silver and Gold, but with the preti- 
du Blood of Chriſt, The Rich give no more but 
themſelves, and tbe Poor give no leſs than them- 
ſelves ta be Redegemed, and ſo they are Saved 
by Faith, Debre and Hope.
